She Started Home. 

Yesterday morning at 7:30 o'clock -the | 
little gir] started for the Fraser street | 
school, where she entered the first grade 
on Monday last. Her grade was dismiss- | 
ed at 1:30 o'clock and the child was seen | 
to turn from Fraser street into Georgia 
avenue. A boy who knew her says he 
passed her on Georgia avenue walking 
in the direction of the park. 

When the child did not return home at 
the proper time Mrs. Weaver began to 
make inquiries and kept up a search until 
dark. Then she became thoroughly alarm- | 
ed and notified the pollee.

WOOD ATTACKED 
BY THE MINORITY 


Strong Protest Is Made Against 
His Confirmation, 


Minority Report Reviews the Evi- 
dence in Support. of Charges 
Against General Wood and 
Says Accusations Have 
Been Maintained. 


Washington, January 5.—The views of 
the minority of the senate committee on 
military affairs, protesting against the 
confirmation of General Leonard Wood 
to be major general, have been prepared 
in the form of a brief, to be used by the 
opponents of this nomination when the 
reports of the committee are presented 
for action of the senate in executive ses- 
Sion. 

The brief declares that most of the 
important matters brought out in the 
hearing came to public knowledge subse- 
quent to General Wood's promotion to be 
brigadier general, and that no compe- 
tent investigation has yet been made in 
regard to the actual facts of General 
Wood's military career and experience. 
These assertions are made for the pur- 
pose of meeting the argument of Senator 
Foraker, that objections to General 
Wood's advancement should have been 
made when President McKinley had un- 
der consideration the matter of promot- 
ing him to be brigadier general. 

Orders to Courts. 


First submitted In the brief is the ar- 
gument that it is not denied that the 
orders to the courts, which were intro- 
duced by Major E. G. Rathbone were 
actually issued by General Wood as mil- 
itary governor. These orders Were for 
the admission of ex parte testimony and 
in that connection attention has been 
called by the minority to. an order issued 
by the secretary of war, of which general 
orders are declared to have been a per- 
version. Secretary Root’s order was pro- 
mulgated by Colonel Scott as adjutant 
general, on November 14, 1901, and 
transmitted to the court on November 
15, 901. In this military order the 
prosecution is instructed that if it has 
any intention of using as evidence in the 
trial of the postal cases testimony ap- 
plied for in the United States, ‘‘steps 
Should he taken immediately to inform 
the proper judicial authoritieS that 
this cannot be allowed.’’ 

Another paragraph of the order says: 

“A trial in which there are used ‘ex 
parte’ depositions, given by persons 
whom there is no opportunity to cross- 
examine, ig not ‘a fair and impartial 
trial,’ and accordingly such depositions 
cannot be used at the trial.’ The mi- 
nority say that to get around this order 
General Wood used his authority as mil- 
itary governor to change the entire ju- 
dicial system of the island. 

Violation of Promise Alleged. 

General Wood is further charged with 
having violated a promise made to Major 
General James E. Runcie not to cause 
the arrest of Corydon M. Rich, who had 
been an assistant to Mr. Neely in the 
finance department of the department of 
posts. Mr. Rich was a client of Major 
Runcie’s, and no charge had been made 
against him. This incident was described 
by Major Runcie as the beginning of the 
estrangement between himself and Gen- 
eral Wood, though it was long after the 
close of the incident in relation to the 
magazine article, 

The Runcie magazine article is the sub- 
ject of the fourth count. ~~ With many 
references to the printed testimony fer 
the purpose of supporting the argument, 
this statement is made; 

“Runcle swears that arrangements 
Were Made between imself, Ray Stan- 
nard Baker and General Wood for Run- 
ele to write an afticle covering all Cuba, 
and Gené¢ral Wood understood that the 
article would be a ¢riticism of General 
Brooke’s administration.’

Chicago, January 5.—The special com- 
mittee, composed of members of the city 
council, appointed hast night to investi- 
Kate the condition of the local theaters 
and to report upon what alterations are 
recéssary to make them conform to the 
building ordinances, held its first meeting 
today. 

According to the statement of Alderman 
Friestadt, one of the members of the 
committee, it is doubtful ff 35 per cent 
of the theaters will ever reopen their 
doors. Strict adherence to the bullding 
laws would require that every One of 
the play houses in the city be ftre-proof 
construction, and this would require the 
demolition and rebuilding of the iajority 
of the theaters. 

Alderman Jonés, chairman of the com- 
mittee, said tonight: 

“We wil! first revise the building ordi- 
rances. Then we will visit the theaters 
end decide what alterations will be nec- 
essary to make the construction of the 
hcuses conform to the law. Of course the 


owners of the theaters will do nothing’ 


until they know just exactly what the 
amended ordinances will demand of 
them.” 


More Arrests Made. 

Late today attorneys of the fire depart- 
ment caused the arrest of four employees 
of the Fuller Construction Company. 
David Jonés, a masonry foréman, and An- 
gis McKay, Otto Rausch and John Kings- 
ton, iron workers. 

Attorneys for the Fuller company took 
Jones, who had been sought by the po- 
lice for several days, to the fire depart- 
ment. It had been charged ‘that Jones 
and his men broke the skylight on the 
theater after the fire in order to destroy 
possible evidence. It developed today 
after the arrest of Jones and his men 
that the skylights were blocked by scant- 
lings and tied with wire to prevent their 
opening and that neither of them had 
been opened since the theater was built. 

Jones, in making his statement to the 
fire department, sald: 

“IT took the three iron workers with me 
up through an adjoining building and out 
on the theater roof over the stage. First 
[ removed the wooden scantling which 
blocked the skylights. Then I found the 
lights tied with wire Inside and broke 
two panes of glass to get at the wire to 
ufitie them. finally got the wires off 
and opened the lights.’’ 

Jones was asked why he went to the 
roof of the theater, and replied that he 
rad been told that the north wall had 
cracked in the fire and went to see if it 
was true. He declared he had loosened 
the skylights because he feared they 
might fall through and injure somebody 
on the stairs. 


Through Curiosity. 

‘Why did you take three iron workers 
with you to Inspect a brick wall?’’ asked 
Attorney Fulkerson, of the fire depart- 
ment. | 

Jones wag confused, but finally an- 
swered that the men went with him 
through curiosity. He admitted that the 
iron workers helped him “open the sky- 
lights and worked with him about tne 
roof for half an hour. Aj)though he sald 
he went to the theater of his ewn accord 
and without Orders from the Fuller Con- 
struction Company, he admitted that he 
should have been in another building, 
where he had been working. 

When asked how he was going to ex- 
plain to the company that employed him 
why he had taken three of their em- 
ployees and kept them with him for prac- 
tically an hour in order to satisfy his 
curiosity, Jones could make no satisfac- 
tory reply. 

He jenied that he had used any tools 
ian forcing open the skylights, but this 
statement was denied by George Muehl- 
ler, who witnessed the breaking open of 
the skylights from an adjoining bulid- 
ing. 

Numerous witnesses who were in ad- 
joining buildings, overlooking the thea- 
ter, testified that the s&ylights were not 
open during the fire. 

Coroner Traeger said tonight that he 
was almost ready for the inquest which 
will commence Thursday. 

“Tl wish it understood,’ he said, ‘that 
this is not a trial but simply an in- 
quiry to determine the facts of the fire

In the resolution in regard to disinfec- 
tion the use of burning sulphur disin- 
fecting candles is decried and formal- 
dehyde gas recommended as a disinfect- 
ant, this being secured from what is 
known as formalin.

The room should 
not be opened under twelve hours.

Former hucitor Henderson's 
Unusual “Experience 


Man Charged with Embezzling $50,- 
OOO of Macon and Birmingham 
Railroad’s Funas Called 
Back to Position Yes- 
terday Morning.

7. That the state committee shall pro- 
vide a uniform qualification for all voters 
participating in s¥ch primary.

Colonel Price failed to register at the 
adjutant general's office where officers 
usually inscribe their names upon their 
arrival in Washington, that their pres- 
ence here and thelr whereabouts In the 
city may be known, which fact lends 
additional color to the suggestion that 
he ig here under secret and important 
orders. 

When I met Colonel Price he was with 
Colonel Pettit, assistant adjutant gener-

Captain W. N. Pillow, commanding the 
Candler Horse Guards, has arranged re- 
liefs of one hour each for his men, who 
will guard the remains until the funeral 
at I! o'clock tomorrow morning.

The 
people of no state could ask more 
than that, on any matter on which 
party representatives are not specif- 
ically committed by the party plat. 
form. 

On the ratification oz the Paris 
peace treaty between Spain and the 
United States the two Georgia sena- 
tors voted differently, Senator Bacon 
antagonizing and Senator Clay sup. 
porting. Instead of being madé an 
issue, the matter was never heard of 
again. 

So it will be with the Panama 
treaty—except we hope that both the 
Georgia senators will find their way 
to the conscientious Support of the 
Eroposition to ratify that treaty. 

But whether they do or not, they will 
lave, none the less. nor will they be 
iess entitled to, the confidence and 
esteem of the people of Georgia.

The Message and the Canal. 

In his specia] message to congress 
upon its post-holiday reassembling 
President Roosevelt answers the in- 
quisitive frame of mind of the country 
touching the ful] import of federai ex- 
ecutive action in the entire Panama 
Situation, and the animadversions of 
the Panamaniacs as well, in an ad- 
Inirably straightforward and conclu- 
Slve manner. 

The Constitution, in common with 
that large and solid element of Amer- 
icans who recognize in the earliest 
possible construction of the Panama 
canal a paramount nationa] commer- 
cial policy, recognized the entire pro- 
Lriety of demanding the facts, the 
whole facts, and nothing but the facts 
in the present muddled juncture, believ- 
ing that the executive branch of the 
sovernment had nothing to conceal 
and nothing to be ashamed of in the 
premises. 

Presidént Roosevelt has shown be- 
yond cavil] that there was no conniv- 
ance on the part of official] representa- 
tives of the United States govern- 
ment with the revolutionary junta of 
the Panama republic, nor were our 
few marines on the isthmus at the 
moment of tne bloodless revolution 
guilty of employing force, or a show 
of force, inconsistent with the strict- 
est letter or spirit of the ancient 
treaty under which their right to pre- 
vent disorder and protect traffic with- 
in the canal! zone is expressly stipulat- 
ed. To the insinuation that the 
United States had their landing crews 
ready to tie the hands of Colombia be- 
fore the signal was given for seces- 
sional independence, the president 
has merely verified what newspaper 
students of current history already 
knew, namely, that no respectable 
naval force of the United States was 
within striking distance of Colon or 
tanama when the junta’'s coup was 
eifected November 4, and that so far 


as numerical strength and strategic | 
advantage went, the Colombians had | 


the better of the situation, construc- 
tively, at least, had they been so rash 
as to have defied the legal right of 
cur marines to preserve the peace by 
policing the terminals of the Panama 
railroad and denying transportation 
iacilities to either belligerent. 

The logs of the few small cruisers 
ond gunboats that afterwards figured 
in the display of American authority 
in isthmian waters entirely disprove 
the charge of undue preparedness, for 
they show that. most of them were 
f£everal hundred miles distant at the 
borning of the little republic. 

To the charge that the United 
States were forewarned of the upris- 
ing and took advantage of inside ad- 
vices to exhibit the mailed hand on 
the isthmus at the crucial moment. 
the president answers well and truiv 
that the plans and threats of the se- 
cessionists were not made in a corner, 
but boldly promulgated at Bogota and 
in the public press of Panama with 
the design of influencing the Colom- 
bian congress to accept the Hay- 
Herran treaty through fear of the loss 
of Panama. The correspondents of 
the Associated Press on tie ground 
gave the reading public the same op- 
portunity to inform themselves of this 
phase of the situation that the gov- 
ernment at Washington enjoyed, and 
it would seem, in all reason, that such 
information was sufficient to cause 
she revolution, following the rejection 
of the treaty, to come in anything but 
-he nature of a surprise, either to the

lic. That, notwithstanding tae expect 
éd uprising, no extraordinary meas- 
ures were taken by the war and navy 
departments to over-awe Colombia on 
ihe isthmus, should be accepted as 
proof conclusive that Uncle Sam was 
up to no trickery and had no sinister 
dceigns upon Colombian -ights. 

The questicn then, as President 
ltoosevelt succinctly and plainly shows 
was whether, the defacto government 
of the secessionists being a veality 
the United States should recognize its 
existence as such, and, having very 
lroperly done so, whether we should 
take the next inevitable step and see, 
by force of arms if need be, that neith- 
er Colombians nor Panamenos were 
«allowed to precipitate ruin and bloody 
chaos in a strip of territory in whicu 
the United States were as lawfully 
«und as vitally interested as either o* 
the werring forces. There was no 
hesitation at this point, but the de- 
Cisive stand of the Amevican govern- 
nent violated no precedents ard was 
taken with judgment and moderation. 
There was no overt act against Co- 
Jombia, and no threat, other than a de- 
laand for pesce During the entire 
proceeding the diplomatic relations of 
cur government and that of Coiombia 
were continued with all outward 
friendliness, and there has been no 
contretemps to this good hour. 

The United States, in all honor and 
sane statecraft, could not have done 
otherwise (han it did during and since 
tne change of government on the isth- 
rus, ard this obvious fact the presi 
dent has illuininated. So far as the 
right of intervention is concerned, the 
United States government had an 
even greater right to intervene to pre- 
vent an ureqval confiict of arms 1m 
Panama than it had testey the tyran- 
nical hand of Spain in the act of de- 
stroying the Cuban republic stillborn. 
for the self-evident reason that we are 
on the isthmus of Panama by right o° 
treaty, specially empowered to pre- 
-erve the peace. As for the analogy 
of the war waged by Spain .upon the 
Cuban insurgents aud that which 
might have been waged by Colombia 
upon the secessionists of Panama, who 
does not perceive it? The latter would 
nave been a war of extermination, 
ruinous to American rights and inter- 
ests on the isthmus, and shocking to 
*he sensibilities of civilization. An 
cunce of prevention is infinitely pref 
erabie to a pound of cure in war as 
elsewhere, and, foreseeing another 
Cuhan war, the United States govern: 
ment simply took time by the forelock 
end prevented it. Had it not done so, 
intervention would have been forced 
upon it Jater, as in the case oi Cuba, 
in the interest of numanity, to say 
nothing of vitally important materia! 
interests. 

The Constitution tas all along con. 
tended that no tenet of international 
usage has been viclated in our deal- 
ings with the new republic of Panama 
and the government of Colombia, no* 
éven technically, and as for the moral 
porn of the dilemma, that it has not 
even scratched the proud escutcheon 
of American honor. 

The specia: message of the presi- 
dent should result in the ratificacion 
of the Panama treaty without quibble 
or carping.

Our Stake in the Far East. 

The direct interest of this country 
in the Far Eastern situation is to se- 
cure to the people of the United 
States the preservation and extension 
of the “open door’ policy, in the form 
of free ports of entry and commercial 
rights in China for all countries alike. 

Secretary Hay, with correct Ameri- 
can spirit, refused to consider the 
proffer of spec.al concessions in that 
respect to wis country alone. Al- 
though clearly entitled to them by our 
earliest negotiations for amity and 
commerce with China and Japan, we 
have yet held that the Orient should 
be a neutral field in which American 
end European commercial interests 
should be accorded equal and not spe- 
cial privileges. 

Our diplomacy in the case of China 
is to encourage and urge her to stand 
by this policy and not permit Russia, 
or a combination of European powers, 
to coerce her into the yielding of spe- 
cia] and exclusive trade privileges to 
any one or more nations. ‘ We do not 
wish the possession and political or 
physical control of any part of Chinese 
territory. We stand recorded in favor 
of the solidarity of the empire and the 
integrity of its home rule. 

We specially do not wish to encour- 
age the partition of the empire among 
the European powers and we do not 
want to be dragged into any war to 
prevent it and the consequent exclu- 
sion of our people from the commer- 
cial opportunities in the East of the 
future. 

But we must not be ruthlessly 
counted out of the calculations that 
Russia’ or any other power is making 
for the seizure of Chinese territory 
and the previleges therein that we 
now enjoy, or by equity should enjoy 
in the future. And the American peo- 
ple will solidly back up the adminis- 


tration that will say to Russia in plain | 


words that she will not be permitted 
to shut the doofs of Manchuria in the 
face of Uncle Sam!

IN LONGSTREET’S LIFE 


me

T was not my privilege to have any 
| w=: experience or confection with 

that brave ..d man, who has just pass- 
ed over the river, bit my earfiest recol- 
lection of General Longstreet dates back 
to November, 1848. 

‘At that time I was a Student of medi- 
eine at the Georgia Medical college, lo- 
cated at Augusta, and the private stu- 
Went of Dr. Paul F. Eve, professor of 
surgery. At one of the night quizzes 
TAeutenant James Longstreet was pre- 
Bented to the class by Dr. Eve, whose 
wife was his relative, and whom he was 
visiting on furlough just after the Mexi- 
an war. Having read closely after his 
brave and noble career on fie battle 
flelds of Cerro Gordo, Chapultepec, Chu- 
yubusco and Molino Del Rey, the class 
gave the young lieutenant a most hearty 
greeting and an old-fashioned gé@nuine 
Georgia handshake. 

I will nevér forget how this young sol- 
Gier looked, in a beautiful lieutenant’s 
uniform. He was tall, straight, com- 
ma: ding, every inch a soldier and wore 
® full brown beard. Tie was a very man 
20 captivate the ladies. Several times in 
efter life when we met. General Long- 
etreet referred to his visit to hsi Georgia 
relatives. He intimated to me that the 
warm, cordial reception given him at 
that time caused him in after Hfe to 
adopt Georgia as the state of his resi- 
dence. It is generally Known that he 
was a South Carolinan by birth and went 
as a cadet to West Point from Alabama. 

This visit of Lieutenant Longstreet to 
his Georgia friends and relatives made 
Such an impression on the Augusta peo- 
ple that for vears afterwards they often 
referred to it in fondest memory. 

His Political Change. 

lAke our own Joe Brown, General Long- 
street was heralded as a fraitor and as 
@® deserter to democracy, because he, in 
@dvance of the most of the south, saw 
fit to accept the situation after the war 
@nd because he accepted office under’a 
Trepublicah administration. The fact is. 
he was no politician. He was a profes- 
gional soldier and as such before the civil 
war he had never cast a vote. The war 
being over, he honorably accepted the re- 
Bult and was striving to live under the 
conditions as they then existed. His fel- 
low cadet and former comrade in arms,

Saved Many Battles. 

Golonel A. J. McBride, colonel com- 
manding the Tenth regiment, Georgia in- 
fantry, relates many personal réminis- 
cences connected with General Long- 
street. .

Why, sir, the records 
bear me out In saving that his corps 
saved more baities, and participated 
more fiercely contested conflicts than any 
oiher commend in Lee’s army. Person- 
ally he was gentle, kind to a fault, con- 
genial and at all times approachable to 
the common soldier. It Is true he was a 
West Pointer, a soldier in the strictest 
ferm. Yes, the grandest all round Ssol- 
dier that this country has probably ever 
had,”’ 

He said that no one who ever knew 
him intimately could for a Moment be- 
Heve the false charges Sought to be 
brought against him. And mildly sug- 
gested that if some of these who are so 
busily engaged traducing his name had 
only been battling with the same sort ot 
licks, no one knows what might have 
been the result. 

After the confederate failure to oap- 
ture Knoxville on that freezing Sunday 
morning in 1863, Colonel McBride re- 
ceived a flag of truce sent by General 
Burnside, afier kindling fires, looking 
after the killed and wounded. General 
Longstreet ordered him to report to his 
headquarters, where he heard a lively 
discussion between the assembled officcrs 
as to who was to blame for our failure to 
take the place. 

The Fight at Gettysburg. 

Every confederaie saw Gen- 
eral Longstreet in baitle ranks Say that 
he seemed to be oblivious to danger. As 
to the dicttysburg reports, Colonel Mc- 
Bride said: - “*Longstreci, although a pru- 
dent and cautious lig‘ter, was not only 
always ready to fighi, bui he was always 
anxious and wanted to fight. On the 
second day he was not slow, but was 
simply putiing himself in Shape to do the 
ploodiest fight of the war. At least two- 
thirds of the casualties in America’s 
greatest baitle happened in front of 
Longstreet’s corps. Reports show this. 
The records also show that he only 
obeyed Tee's orders to tne letter. 

“At Sharpsourg, General’ J.ongstreet 
rode alone the lines where the Daitle 
was forging thick. General Hill and 
other officers - begged him to dismount as 
a matter of safety. He would not heed 
them. About this time a wel! directed 
ball cut off both of Hill's horses fore- 
legs. The generals dismounted, nothing 
dismayed. Degan with their own hands 
at onee to help the men to manage the 
artillery, thereby Saving Lee's army at 
tnis juncture from defeat. ~- 

Helped Train the Guns. 

Here he had General Toombs ‘to help 
him and Major B. W. Frobel and Cap- 
tain J. Miller. They held ‘back the ene- 
my, and when it seemed certain that the 
heavy columns of the federals would 
overrun the thin lines of the confeder- 
ates, Lee’s Old war horse, the stoutest 
and sturdiest fighter of them all, with 
his own hands trains his guns, Captain 
Fairfax and Captain Goree cheering and 
clapping their hands as their gfape and 
cannister plowed through the lines of 
the enemy. 

In reporting this battle of Cedar Run, 
South Mountain, Second Manassas. Thor- 
oughfare Gap, and Sharpsburg, Genera] 
Longstreet said: ‘The names of every 
man and officer who shared in the toils 
and dangers of this campaign should be 
mentioned. In one month they marched 
200 miles on a little more than half 
rations, fought ten battles and skirmishes,

Wounded by His Own Men. 

By forced mafches and desperate fight- 
ing on the Plank Road in the wilderness 
on the 6th of July, 1864, Longstreet saved 
Lee’s afmy and but for an unfortunat> 
wound given him by his own men and 
the killing of General Jenkins, he would 
have driven Grant, in all probability, be- 
yond the Rappahannock. I saw Long- 
street when helped from his horse and 
gave him a drink of water from my 
canteen sitting by a tree. 

Captain J. F. Edwards, now holding a 
prominent position in the Atlanta post- 
Office, a grandnephew to the wife of 
General Zachary Taylor, was on the 
staff of General McClaws, who was 89 
intimately connected with Longstreet's 
corps, Says that so much has been writ- 
ten and said of this great general's oper- 
ations he knows of nothing to add only 
to gladly unite in a free expression of 
his high appreciation of General Long- 
street's worth as a private citizen. and 
a fine old gentleman. He knows of no 
man whose memory holds in fonder 
veneration than that General Long- 
Street, on account of many manly 
traits.

Wanted a Sheep’ 

Captain W. 8. Everett, of company’ E, 
Leyden’s artillery, was at one time con- 
nected with Longstreet’s corps. He Ssuys 
he never knew a pjeasanter, milder, and 
more approachable gentleman holding as 
high an office to be so greatly beloved by 
all his men. He gives an anecdote re- 
ported to him by the men engaged in 
the following indicent: 

When occupying Knoxville, his com- 
pany was sent across the Tennessee 
river to take charge of Fort Sanders, on 
a ridge higher than Knoxville. There 
was a flock of sheep in sight, and, like 
Wheeler's men, they did not propose to 
fight the whole war through on empty 
stomachs, so began to chase the sheep. 
About this time General Longstreet and 
staff put in appearance reconnoitering the 
grounds. The men seeing him stopped 
thelr ‘“‘sheep Killing.’ The general said 
to them: “Go on, my men, eatch all 
the sheep you want, and be sure to sena 
me a good one.’’

‘were given a nickname. For instance. 

Jackson was called “Stonewall.” because 
of his command at the First Manassas, 
standing fhe fire of the enemy like a 
“stone wall,’’ as Generaf Bee remarked on 
that occasion, Anderson was called 
“Tige,’’ because hig men could never cet 
him to tell them what the middle letter 
-T in his name stood for. Fighting like a 
tiger, théy named him ‘Tige.”’ Ben- 
ning was called ‘‘Rock,’’ because of his 
deep bass voice, so familiar on the bat- 
tle field. Longstreet was called “Old 
Pete,” which name he brought from 
West Point, his fellow-cadets having seen 
| fit from some cause in their early asso- 
ciation to name him “Old Pete.” His 
mén finding this out, fondly referred to 
their favorite old commander as ‘Oid 
Pete.”’ 

A prominent Englishman who had bean 
| following Lee's army for several months 
; at the end of Pickett's charge at the 
l battle of Gettysburg approached General 
| Tongstreet and complimented the army 
for the dispiay of daring and bravery, 
saying: “My dear general, ¥ would have 
lost ten years of my life rather than to 
have missed it.“ To which Longstreet 
replied: “I would willingly have given 
ten years of my Iife to have never wit- 
nessed it."* 

After leaving New Orleans, General 
Longstreet decided to make Gaireecville 
his home. There he built the Pledm«nt 
hotel, at that time the finest summer 
resort in the state. It was my privilege 
during the summers of 1877, 1878 and 
1879 often to meet him at this popular 
hostelry. It was the resort of the fash- 
ionable ard wealthy .people of the south. 
And many a time among this grand 
galaxy of beauty and fashion, gentlemen 
and ladies, by eammon consent General 
Longstreet was voted as the “lordliest 
knight of all.” At this distant day '‘t 
is with mournful pleasure that T add 
this tribute to his manly bearing, lordly 
manners and gentle kindness. 

Surrendered to Cupid. 

Again T met him the summer of 
1896, at Sweet Water Park hotel, Cithla 
Springs, when Cupid had conquered this 
grand old argl the general ws 
paying devotion to the beautiful, accom- 
plished and talented lady whom he soon 
afterwards led to the aliar. At this time 
the general was in daily attendance with 
his affianeced drinking the waters of 
health, Tife and longevity, at MWithia’s 
fount. One evening (I hope the good 
lady will pardon my mentioning the sub- 
ject) they were s0 absoroed in each others 
company, that thev allowed the dummvy 
to make last trip. and then found 
themselves a mile and a half from the 
hotel with no means of locomotion ex- 
cept walking. Forgetting myself, I saii 
to him: “General, you can’t walk that 
far, can you?’ To which the general, 
with a lordly bow to ‘his affianced, said: 
“Six yearg ago I might not have heen 
able to walk that far. but under the in- 
spiration of your presence, I feel that I 
am able to walk ten times that far.’ 
At this they started off together, ani 
made the trip to the hotel.

Board of Health Has Suffered De- 
cided Change in Its Personnel 
During the Past Few Days, 
and Must Be Reorgan- 
ized at Once. 


The marked change in the personnel of 
the board of health and the reorganiza- 
tion of that body have been considerably 
discussed at the city hall during the past 
few days. 

In the past two days the board of 
health has lost its president. Mayor Pro 
Tem, Longino; its secretary, Dr. E. H. 
Richardson. and E. V. Carter, of the 
seventh ward. Mayor Pro Tem. Longino 
is Succeeded on the board by Alderman 
George Sims, of the fifth ward: Dr, Rich- 
ardsoa is succeeded by Dr. Cyrus W. 
Strickler, and Mr. Carter is succeeded by 
G. H. Brandon, of the seventh ward. 

The board is:therefore at present with- 
out a president and without a secretary. 

Dr. Benson, of the second ward, who 
was last Monday evening elected to suc- 
ceed himself for a term of three years, 
is being prominently mentioned in con- 
nection with the presidency. He is one 
of the ablest members of the board of 
health and is well acquainted with the 
workings of the sanitary department. In 
addition he is the oldest member of the 
board of health, all the others having 
been recent acquisitions, while he has 
been a member of the body for several] 
terms, each for three years. 

No department board of Atlanta, unless 
it be the board of water cémmissioners, 
has suffered so decided a change in its 
personnel during the past three years as 
has the board of health. The changes on 
the water board have been attributable 
to resignations and succession in office, 
‘While the change in the personnel of 
the health board is principally attribut- 
able to the adoption of the charter amend- 
ment, which required that one member 
represent cach ward. <As nearly every 
member of the board resided in the sixth 
ward at the time, they were all rendered 
ineligibie for reelection with the excep- 
tion of Dr. E. H. Richardson, whose term 
of office expired last Monday and who 
was succeeded by Dr. Strickler.

An Important Opinion. 

An opinion that Will prove of interest 
to every state officer who has to make 
and file with the governer an annual Tre- 
port, was yesterday rendered by At- 
torney General Hart. 

This opinion was the result of an in- 
quiry made of Governor. Terrell by T. 
T. Tinsley, secretary and treasurer of 
the Georgia Academy for the Blind. He 
Wished jo know when he should make 
up and file his report, having done s0 
h@f-totore just before the legislature 
convened each year. 

The attorney general says, however, 
that all reports-should now be -filed im- 
mediately after January |, and should 
cover the period between January | and 
December 31, of each year. Reports now 
due, however, he. says, should cover 
only the period between the ‘filing of the 
last similar report, just before the 
legislature -convened in June, and De- 
cember 3!, 1903. This is fixed, says the 
attorney general, by the act of August 
17, 1903. 

In another op!nion, rendered at the 
request of Hon. Sam P. Maddox, so- 
licitor general of the Cherokee circult, 
the attorney general says’ there is no 
authority in law for the governor to 
take state funds and reimburse a Geor- 
gia shoriff who spent money capturing 
a fugitive, for whom no reward had been 
offered in Texas. :

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HELD PROPERTY 
WITH SHOTGUN 


Stephen A, Ryan and J. S. 
Lemond of Southern in — 
Difficulty. 


A dispute between the Southern Raii- 
way Company and Stephen A. Ryan, the 
well-known broker and banker, regarding 
the title to a certain piece of property 
at Fair street and the railroad, culminat- 
ed yesterday in a lively encounter on the 
property, in which Mr. Ryan and a shot- 
gun and J. S. Lemond, roadmaster of the 
Southern, figured as principals. 

Representatives of the Southern road, 
it appears,+went on the disputed property 
yesterday, and it is claimed that Mr. 
Ryan ordered them off the premises. It 
is also claimed that he struck Mr. Lemond 
across the face with the barrel of the 
shotgun. Both contestants, some time 
ago, sought the ald of the state courts in 
the settlement of the controversy and the 
litigation terminated yesterday morning 
before Judge J. H. Lumpkin, in the 
superior court, by being dismissed. 

The police intetfered in the personal 
combat and police court cases were mace 
against both Messrs. Ryan and Lemond. 
The trial] is set for this morning before 
Recorder Broyles. 

Roadmaster Lemond’s Version. 

J. S. Lemond was seen by a reporter 
of The Constitution and gave the follow- 
ing version of the difficulty: 

“I have been the roadmaster of the 
Southern Railway Company since 1!890,. 
going to the Southern from the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia Railway 
Company, where I occupied the same po- 
sition.’ My duties are to supervise the 
ccrstruction and maintenai.ce of tracks 
and right of way in this tefrritory. I 
have no personal knowledge of the litiga- 
tion in which the title to the right of way 
of the Southern Railway Company is 
involved, but I know that the tract of 
land, concerning which the difficulty 
urose, has been occupied by the tracks of 
the Southern Rallway Company for about 
twenty years. 

“This morning I was ordered, through 
the superintendent’s office, to do some 
work on this land, and went out to look 
over the situation. I have since learned 
that before I got on the ground, J. li. 
Garner, agent of the Southern Rail- 
way Company, accompanied by Mr. Brad- 
well, the local counsel, went upon the 
same piece of ground and were ordered 
off by Mr, Ryan, who brandished a shot- 
gun and used very violent and profane 
language. I knew nothing of this at the 
time, and when I went upon the ground, 
I saw a gentleman holding a gun in his 
hands, and eupposed that he was some 
hunter going out for a hunt, awaiting 
some coumpanion to join him for that pur- 
pose. .1 did not know Mr. Ryan, and 
never saw him before in my life. 

“Without any preliminary, Mr. Ryan 
attacked me, using violent language, and 
siriking me across the face witn tne bar- 
rel of his shotgun. I grappled with him, 
and grasped the gun in my hands, ine 
force of the blow knocking Me to Iny 
knees. Woaile in this position Mr. Ryan 
continued his efforis to assault me, when 
Cc. W. Garman, section iorcman, caught 
Mr. Ryan and took the gun away lrem 
him.”’ 

“Mr, Garman then handed the gun tv 
Se, and 1 stated to Mr. Kyan that al- 
though 1 had him in my power, 1 woud 
not treat him in the cowaraiy Manner 
with which ne treateu me. AL Lois Wie 
poucemen appeared, and no Lurther thou- 
vie occurreéa, 

‘at wie ume Mr, Ayan assaulied ine 
I was the only man on ine ground, With 
the exception of mir. Garman, Who Was 
some distance off but coming up tu take 
charge of the work. 1 understand that 
about half a dozen negro section hands 
had previously been driven from the 
premises by Mr. Ryan's shotgul, al- 
though I knew, nothing of this at the 
time. 

“I was greatly surprised at the conduct 
of Mr. Ryan, and am still at a loss 
to know why he should have attacked 
me in this unwarranted manner. | had 
never had any. difficulty with him, and 
have no doubt that I was as much of 
a stranger to him as he was to me.” 

Ryan Makes Statement. 

Mr. Ryan, when asked for a statement, 
said: 

‘My wife bought, over two years ago, 
a piece of property on Peters street, ex- 
tending back to the railroad. The prop- 
erty mentioned was formerly owned by 
Mrs. Rebecca D. Lowe. When the coun- 
ty surveyor measured that property, we 
found that the Southern railroad had 
encroached thereon. We fenced it down 
to the railway and the Southern” thén 
filed an injunction against us from us- 
ing same. 

“That case came up for a hearing to- 
day before Judge Lumpkin. I had ail 
of my witnesses, deeds, ete., in court 
and my attorneys, Rosser & Brandon, 
and R. B. Blackburn, announced ready 
for trial. The attorneys for the Southern 
railroad arose and stated to Judee Taimp- 
kin that ther would dismiss their suit. 
After that. I went out overlooking the 
property and while there was assaulted 
by the agents of the Southern raflway 
and their hirelings and a fight ensued.” 


Legal Side of Controversy. 
Judge R. T. Torsaey, senior member of 
he firm of Dorsey, Brewster & Howell, 
division counsel for the Southern Rail- 
way Company, in Georgia, in sp?aking 
of the case, said: 

‘For some time two cases have been 
pending in Fulton superior court involv- 
ing the title to a portion of the right 
of -way of the Southern Railway Com- 
pany, near Fair street crossing. One of 
these sults was brought by Mrs. Dalsy 
kk. Ryan, wife of Stephen A. Ryan, 
against the Southern Railway Company, 
to enjoin the company from interfering 
with the construction of a fence which 
Mrs. Ryan was attempting to erect 
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Ralph VanLandingham 
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| around the border of the property in 
question. The other sult was brought 
by the Southern Railway Company to en- 
join Mrs. Ryan from: Interfering with 
Southern Railway Company. 

Judge Lumpkin, in Fulton superior court. 
this morning, and the Southern Railway 
Company, through its counsel, announced 


that its action would be dismissed, in- 
tending to raise all questions through 
the medium of the action brought br 
Mrs. Ryan. The counsel for Mrs. Ry- 
an thereupon announced that her ac- 
tion would also be dismissed, and orders 
were promptly taken dismissing both 
cases, leaving the situation in the 
same condition as it was prior to the 
litigation. There {ts at present no litiga- 
tion pending involving the title and oc- 
cupation of this property, which has 
been used for some time by the Southern 
Railway Company in connection with its 
tracks.”’

STEADY GROWTH 


Patronage of Institution 
‘Increases Very 
Rapidly. 


That the people of Atlanta appreciate 
and patronize the Carnegie library was 
evidenced by the annual report of Miss 
‘Anne ‘Wallace, the librarian, read to the 
‘board of trustees at the regular monthly 
mecting of that body held at the library 
yesterday afternoon. 

The report of Darwin G. Jones, treas- 
rurer of the library, was also read. These 
reports and other business of the library 
will be discussed by the trustees at an 
ad:ourned meeting to be held at 5:30 
o'clock tomorrow afternoon. 

The report of Miss Wallace covered 
many pages of typewritten matter and 
gave tabulated schedules Of the Statis- 
tics of-every department of the library. 
The. report was full and gave in detail 
the work of the library for the last year. 

The following extracts from the report 
Were prepared by Miss Wallace and give 
an idea of the comprehensiveness of the 
report: 

“Board of Trustess, Carnegie library 
of Atlanta—Gentlemen: I have the hon- 
or to present the fifth annual report of 
the Carnegie library of Atlanta, it be- 
ing the thirty-sixth annual report of the 
Young Men’s Library Association, which, 
by the terms of the contract, will con- 
tinue to exist until 1906. This report 
covers the year ending Degember 3l, 
1903, 

“At the beginning of the year there 
were ih the library, classified and cata- 
logued, 23,674 volumes. During the year 
there were catalogued 3,568° volumes, 
making a total of 27,242 volumes, less 
1,578 withdrawals, leaving a total of 25,- 
646 volumes catalogued and 157 uncata- 
logued. m 

“During the year 3,725 volumes were 
added, by purchase 778; by gift, 2,366, 
and by the United States government, 
245. During the same period 109 volumes 
were bound, 432 rebound and 4,709 mend- 
ed in the library. 


Circulating Department. 

“The circulating department of the f- 
brary, which to the majority of readers 
is the most popular department, is housed 
in an Open shelf room 33 py 60 feet, with 
@ capacity of 5,000 volumes on open 
Shelves. .From this room has been cir- 
culated in the last twelve months 1i,- 
658 volumes to 13,420 members, averag- 
ing 400 volumes daily; as only 15,000 
volumes may be circulated the wear and 
tear on the books is enormous, One 
thousand five hundred and sc®Wenty-eight 
volumes have been actually worn out; 
432 rebound and 4,709 mended in the 
library. In order to encourage the use 
of books Other than fiction borrowers 
have been allowed the use of two books 
On one card. Only one of these books 
may be a novel.

“The library has simply been able to 
hold its own, but hag not been permitted 
tofenlarge ‘ts scope or to properly care 
fom the present enrollment. A wise bus- 
iness man not only replaces the wear and 
tear of the year’s work, but endeavors to 
increase his capita! and to extend his la- 
bors. While the good that a library does 
cannot be caleulated in dollars and cents 
still its policy should be based on sound 
business principles. 

“The demands upon a public library in 
a thriving, growing city like Atlanta are 
“very eroat and should be met by a lb- 
€1al support. The work ji: largely edu- 
cational as one-fourth of our circulation 
is to children under 14 years of ase. if 
we had more books we could double the 
number of children using the library. 

“By interesting and diverting the boys 
in the legitimate manner that the li- 
brary affords, we are keeping them off the 
eiTeet and out of mischief. Atlanta could 
today, by building up the children’s de- 
partment, save money by reducing the 
cost of police duties, reform echools, and 
juvenile courts of the next generation 

“I have been’ asked by business men if 
the library reaching the working 
classes. are no classés in a public 
library. The publie library is the broad- 
est of all democratic institutions, it levels 
rank, and by furnishing proper books 
supplies a demand which was created 
when the state undertook to teach tts 
children to read and write, The average 
person is going to read whether the 
library gives him the proper books or 
whether he has to select his own reading 
from the cheap sensational papers which 
he can afford to buv For nearly two 
years the city has enjoyed a free public 
library, and the pseple have learned that 
the support of-it lies in their own hands. 
There is not on record in the United 
States a single instance where a free 
public library has failed of support. 

“In closing this report, attention is 
called to the numerous and valuable 
gifts which the library has received this 
year from patrons, notable the col- 
lagtion of books given by. John C. Reed.

USING WATER 


‘Interesting Statement Fur- 
nished’ by Deputy Tax 
Collectors. 


Deputy Tax Collectors W. H. Holcombe 
and T. J. Buchanan yesterday gave to the 
newspaver men a statement that they 
have been keeping for twelve months. 
I: is a fact in connection with the munic- 
ipal government that {1s decidedly inter- 
esting. It deals with the number of 
water consumers in Atlanta and shows 
the increase each month in the number 
of those who pay for the privilege of 
using the water furnished by the Atlanta 
water works system. . 

As those ~who pay water bills know, 
their money ‘is given’to the tax com- 
lectors of Atlanta: These bills must be 
paid on or before the [Oth of each month, 
It has ‘been the custom of the deputies 
in the office of Tax Collector Payne to 
z.0te each day the number of persons who 
paid water bills. On the J0th of each 
mcnth ‘the agzregate number was placed 
upon the calendar. In consequence, 
when the end of the year came they 
knew exactly the number of persons why 
had paid water bills each month. 

The most interesting feature of all this 
is that each month the number of water 
ccnsumers increased. They numbered 
9,270 in January, 1903, and 10,305 in De- 
cember, 1903. 

Following is tthe statement for the 
twelve months, as shown by the calen- 
dar: 

January, 9,370; February, 9,410; March, 
9,545; April, 9,558; May, 9,673; June, 
9,806; July, 9,815; August, 10,059; .Sep- 
tember, 10,126; October, 10,146; Novem- 
ber, 10,202; December, 10,305. 

The desutics made another record, but 
this one was for themselves,sduring De- 
cember. They collected more than $600,- 
000 during the month in small bills paid 
at their counter and at the close of the

HOWARD IS OUT 
FOR SOLICITOR 


Young Attorney Will Oppose 
W. T. Kimsey for

William Schley Howard, the well-

Mr. Howard is one of the best Known 
men in the state of his age and has 
hestg of friends wherever he is known.

The present solicitor of the Stone Moun- 
tain circuit is Colonel] W. T. Kimsey, of 
Jonesboro, who has held the office for 
nine yeears. There are in DeKalb coun- 
ty over 2,700 votes and in the entire 
circuit a lMttle more than 6,000.

New York, January 5.—The stock mar- 
ket of today was rather dull and de- 
cidedly spotty and the tone was frregu- 
lar throughout. The tone showed some 
improvement after London had ceased 
trading for the day, tut the late strength 
Was not held and the closing was irreg- 
uuar after a sharp reaction. The specu- 
lation was varied and prices did not 
move fully in unison. London's influ- 
ence was largely responsible for the early 
heavy tone, although the pending action 
on the United States Steel dividends and 
the question of the showing to be made 
by the quarterly earnings statements 
wer@ repressive influences on the gen- 
eral list. The announcement thaf the di- 
rectors would not assemble until $ 
o'clock left the assurance that the divi- 
dend decision Would not be known until 
the market closed and: caused additional 
lazard in the trading. Speculative feel- 
ing on the subject was indicated by the 
betting on the curb on the dividend pros- 
pect, heavy Odds being offered against 
any dividend being declared on the com- 
mon stock. Wagers were not made on 
the dividend to be declared on the pre- 
ferred stock, but bets were made that 
the next dividend on the preferred stock 
would b reduced. Another active center 
of speculation during the day was Amal- 
gFamated Copper, which Was run “up at 
one time over 2 points. Other leading 
copper stocks, including Rio Tintos in 
Paris, were active and quite buoyant. 
The London market for raw copper con- 
tinued to advance on large purchases, 
and the official price in the domestic 
market also rose sharply. Some attempt 
was made to make the war outlook a 
factor In the copper movement owin to 
the share of the Japanese production in 
the world’s supply of copper,.The war 
Scare a8 a factor on the market, how- 
ever, showed a waning influence.

8,848,747 Commercial Bales Ginned 
3 Up to December 12. 


9,311,835 LAST YEAR 


Counting Round Bales as Half Bales, 
Amount Ginned 8,526,244 Bales, 
Against 8,905,003 Last Year. 
Georgia Comes Third 
in the List. 


Washington, January 5 —The census 
bureau today issued a report showing 
that there had been ginned up to and 
including Saturday, December 1/2, 8,848,- 
747 commercial bales, compared with 
9,311,835 bales up to and including De- 
cember 13 of last year. 

The census found that 29,97! ginneries 
had been eperated this season, against 
30,194 up to December 13 of last year. 

Counting round bales as half bales, th? 
number of bales ginned is 8,526,244 this 
season, against 8,905,503 last seasow. 

This report will be followed by two 
others. showing the quantity of ‘cotton 
ginned from the growth of 1903, up to 
and including January 16, 1904, and a 
final report at the end of the ginning 
season, about March 15, which will alfs- 
tribute the crop by counties, segregals 
upland and sea island cotton and give 
weight of bales. 

Of the total of 8,848,747 commervial 
bales for the United States, 8,144,493 
were square bales, 645,006 round bales 
and 59,248 sea island crop bales.
